This dahlia has utter perfection of form and 
clear, beautiful color. Pinard yellow, lightly 
shaded coppery pink, especially on reverse. 
Average size of blooms, field grown, is 10-in.x 
5-in. When disbudded for size it grows to 12-in. 
-x 7-in. A medium low grower, the blooms rise 
high out of the bush on magnificent stems, fac- 
ing up and out. There is never a hint of a weak 
or droopy stem. It should have very little com- 
petition on the exhibition table. Roots $10.00 


MONARCH (FD)
